The I'nited Slates cruiser anchored

off the O. It. A X. dock at 4 o'clock

yesterday afternoon. It was expected
that she would be greeted with a salvo

of whistles from the boats at the

wharves and from the mills and variou

steam using plants ashore but none was

forthcoming.

her anchors and steamed back up the
river and anchored in the channel nearly
at Tongue Point. Why this change of

berth was made is difficult to under-

stand.
